Remarks 


Claim 18 is being canceled without prejudice. Claim 1 1 is being amended to include the 
subject matter of claim 15 and claim 14 from which it depends with former claims 14 and 15 also 
being canceled. Claims 1-1 3, 1 6, 1 7 and 19 are pending and in order for prompt allowance. 
Interview Summary
